Chief of Detectives James E. 
Chapman late yesterday ques- 
tioned Eugene McAuliffe, a util- 
ity man employed in the Police 
Department garage. McAuliffe, 
who lives at 4120 Ashland, was 
reported to have arrived home 
a short time after the shots were 
exchanged. 

Under questioning, McAuliffe 
remembered hearing 
about a shooting in his block, but 
denied knowing that either Cal- 
lanan or Beavers had been in- 
volved. 

Chapman quoted McAuliffe as 
saying there was a crowd gath- 
ered in the street when he drove 
up about 2 o’clock one morning in 
either September or October of 
1951. Someone mentioned that 
he had “missed the excitement,” 
McAuliffe said, and he was told 
that shots had been fired. 

A resident of the neighborhood 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
he heard an exchange of shots 
early one morning and recog- 
nized Beavers as one of the men 
involved in the affray. He said 
the incident occurred last fall, 
about six months ago. 

“I ran to the window of my 
home, looked in the street and 
saw Callanan’s Buick parked east 
of 4106, a four-family flat where 
Beavers lives,” he related. “I 
went to gtt my shotgun, for pro- 
tection, and then I heard three 
or four more shots. 

“T looked out again and rec- 
‘ognized Beavers standing across 
the street from his house behind 
a parked car. He was looking in 
the direction of a coupe parked 
about 50 feet from him. The 
coupe’s engine was running and 
the door on the driver’s side was' 
open.” 

Beavers, member of the 
steamfitters’ union, has 
sought by the circuit court grand 
jury for questioning about the 
recent bombing of the home of 
Callanan’s brother, former Sher- 
iff Thomas F. Callanan, and of 
offices of the steamfitters’ union. 

The Post-Dispatch was told that 
Callanan wquid drive to Beavers’s 
home most evenings about 6 
o’clock before the shooting, pick 
him up and bring him home about 
midnight. After the shooting inci- 
dent, Callanan never again ap- 
peared in the neighborhood and 
Beavers obtained an automobile 
of his own, it was. said. 

About the time of the reported 
attempt on Callanan’s life, there 
were reports that Callanan had 
participated in an early morning 
fist fight with an associate of 
Capone and Egan gangsters, in a 
West End night club. 

A short time before the report- 
ed affrays, the Post-Dispatch re- 
ported that a man identifying 
himself as an emmisary of Calla- 
nan had attempted a $50,000 
shakedown of a contractor on the

SECOND BOMB EXPLODES 
AT GROCERY IN FERGUSON; 


A small bomb was exploded 
early yesterday in the rear of the | 
building occupied by Food Center, 
North Florissant - boulevard and 
Hereford avenue, Ferguson. It was 
the second such explosion in the 
last five weeks.

ball of a man on short overstuffed legs, 
though not as fat as now. 

At that time, Malenkov was the head of 
Stalin’s party secretariat. He was strictly a 
beliind-the-scenes aide and his posi in no 
way called for public appearances. It may 
well be, however, that Stalin had sent him 
out with Kaganovich that day because he 
believed that all Sov.«t leaders—and particu- 
larly those in line for possible bigger things 
—gshould put in a public appearance from 
time to time. A children’s. festival was as 
good an opportunity as any. 

In the Soviet Union children learn to know 
the Soviet leaders at an early age, as their 
pictures are printed everywhere. Therefore, 
it ‘was no wonder that children recognized 

Kaganovich and immediately ¢lustered around 
him. Malenkov, whose picture at that time 
was not being publicized, was swept aside. 


Kaganovich, manifestly pleased, moved 
among the children, joking, patting their 
heads and playfully mussing their hair. Mal- 
enkov followed in an unhappy mood. Kagan- 
evich, apparently thinking Malenkov was 
slighted by the children’s inattention, took 
Malenkov’s hand and said: “Children, this is 
the first personal assistant of Comrade Stalin 
-— Comrade Malenkov.” Then the children 
sufrounded him too and besieged him with 
ehiidish questions. 

* Malenkov reddened in irritation and con- 
fasion, and replied in stern tones as though 
lie were talking to adults. I remember he 
said something about how Comrade Stalin 

vas Now busy on a new five-year plan. 
When a little girl asked why the new plan 

. "was needed, he seriously started explaining 
the principles of g planned economy. 

However, even Malenkov realized how silly 
the situation was and this irritated him fur- 
ther.

Several years passed dur- 
ing which I saw little of 
Malenkov, He w self- 
effacing party o who 
grew steadily with develop- 
ments but no one could 
foretell his coming importance. 

Meantime, I had become a reporter on the 
newspaper Izvestia, the government mouth- 
piece. More and more frequently I began 
hearing of Malenkov as head of the party 
machine in the Moscow district, as a man who 
had won the unbounded confidence of Stalin, 
and as a younger figure rising quietly to a 
position of strategic power in the whole na- 
tional party apparatus. 

I have attended innumerable meetings 
where Kremlin dignitaries would be on dis- 
play. On such occasions Malenkov usually 
sat behind the others, silently listening to the 
proceedings, sometimes jotting down notes, 
but never uttering a word. 

After Red Square parades and during vari- 
ous party celebrations it was customary to 
hold festive dinners in the Kremlin. At 
these affairs Malenkov drank little and with- 
out enjoyment. His attitude was modest and 
he was generally regarded as completely 
colorless. 

There were some who nicknamed Mal- 
enkov “a walking party line.” He not only 
aceepted this without offense, but even 
seemed flattered by it. 


Once, at a dinner in the Kremlin, I had a 
long talk with the then President of the 
Georgian Republic— Phillip E. Makharadze. 
After Makharadze left, Malenkov asked me 
whether it was true that Makharadze had 
spoken of him as the “walking party line.” I 
told him quite honestly that hé had not been 
mentioned, but this was evidently the wrong 
thing to say. Malenkov seemed disappointed. 
Later I learned that Malenkov had a high 
regard for the opinion of old Makharadze and 
was hurt that Makharadze paid so little atten- 
tion to him. 


In press conferences I also used to see 
Malenkov from time to time. There he was 
always strictly business, relaying and explain- 
ing decisions about policy for us to pass on 
to the reading public. 


As a matter of fact, all we did was listen 
to Malenkov, a faithful phonograph record 
which reproduced the words that had been 
given to him to say. We got no sense of what 
he thought or felt about anything or of what 
kind of life he led, 

At that Kremlin dinner, however, looking 
at Malenkov’s unhealthy, yellowish face — 
without a trace of beard—I felt rather sorry 
for him. was a man doomed to a drab 
existence as a party official, weighted down 
with work and responsibility, and I could not 
help saying that I thought that he must lead 
a pretty hard life. 

“And what is.an easy life?” he asked. 
Then he recalled a recent feature article of 
mine and with naive directness put another 
question: 


“Just what did you mean when you wrote 
of the ‘joys of life’?” 
I was taken aback. It is not easy to ex- 
plain to an assistant of 
the “joys of life.”

In any case, a week later we learned that 
Malenkov had married the woman he had in- 
quired about. It must be borne in mind that 
“marriage” to Malenkov and his cronies was 
a convenient arrangement entered into by 
mutual consent and that nejther marriages 
nor divorces were taken very seriously. 
Certainly it was elear that Malenkovy’s 
known unions—this was his second—lacked 
any semblance of romance. His second wife 
always called him “Comrade Malenkov” be- 
fore others and would never dare address 
him with the familiar “George.” It was taken 
for granted that he was marrying to fulfill 
a party duty and to dispel rumors questioning 
his masculinity which circulated persistently 
in Moscow. During the war, there were ru- 
more of still another marriage. 


Whether or not these rumors were well- 
founded, Malenkov is not among those Soviet 
leaders—and there have been quite a few— 
who have been noted within the party for 
their interest in and attention to women.

MALENKOV’S MIND matches his heart— 
abnormally cold and calculating. This char- 
acteristic undoubtedly developed largely 
through association with Stalin. Never hur- 
ried, Malenkov drafts his plans on a long 
range basis and only when they are complet- 
ed does he undertake, calmly and deliberate- 
ly, to put them into execution. 


It was by such tactics that he disposed of 
those whom he disliked or who blocked his 
rise to power. In this he was aided by an 
amazing talent for divining Stalin’s innermost 
thoughts and feelings. 

Before Stalin named Nikolai Yezhov to be 
his personal representative in the GPU-NKVD 
(political security police), Malenkov held this 
position for several months. 

During this period he became aware that 
Stalin was thinking of a general purge of 
his own entourage and it was Malenkov, 
not Yezhov, who set the stage fer the blood- 
letting which led to the liquidation of 
Yagoda and other top Secret Police fead- 
ers. 

The plans completed, Malenkov stepped 
aside and left the actual executions te Yez- 
hov, who conducted them se efficiently he 
himself lost his head, too. 


It was Malenkov, also, who planned the re- 
organization of the secret police, and nomi- 
nated candidates for the more important 
posts. However, while following Malenkov’s 
broad outlines, Stalin did not accept his pro- | 
posals entirely, and he by-passed Malenkov’s 
candidate for the top job, which he gave to 
Lavrenti Pavlovitch Beria, party leader in 
Transcaucasia. 


It was reported that Malenkov was'so upset 
by this slight that at a party meeting he said 
Beria’s only claim to distinction was that he 
had re-written the history of the Communist 
Party of Transcaucasia, hinting that Beria 
was pointing the way to the falsification ‘of 
history to glorify Stalin. Subsequently, Be- 
ria’s approach to the re-writing of history 
was adopted as general Soviet policy. — 
| Piecing together these recollections, we 
have in broad outline a picture of the new 
Soviet Premier as a man, Physically he is 
‘flabby and unattractive, and apparently not 
entirely well. In personality, he is cold, ré- 
tiring and lacking in charm. And in his 
inner spirit there is the strange disquiet of 
a man who does not understand life or enjoy 
normal human associations — but who is 
driven by a will to power which he will wield 
ruthlessly to destroy those who oppose him 
or threaten the harsh system to which he 
gives his utmost loyalty.

in Siberia a purge was in progress there, 
initiated by A. Zhdanov, one of Stalin's clos- 
est collaborators.

Summoned: by Malenkov, I went to see him 
with considerable misgivings. He remained 
seated behind his desk when I walked in and 
did not offer to shake hands, although I was 
no stranger to him. I felt ill at ease suspect- 
ing a hidden meaning in every question. 

I told Malenkov about my meetings with 
party workers and as I spoke, he opened 
the cupboard and took out a batch of cards. 
Whenever I mentioned the name of a party 
worker, he would pick out a card and 
quickly note its contents. 

As I recall, I had spoken favorably of the 
chairman of Irkutsk City Council who had 
recently received the Order of Lenin for his 
services to the city. Finally, Malenkov said 
that my praise of the man was v@lueless be- 
cause he was drunkard, a woman-chaser, had 
been twice-censured by the party and was not 
likely to have mended his ways. 

When I pointed out that-he had received 
the Order of Lenin quite reccntly, and so 
must be a valuable worker, Malenkov reacted 
in an unexpected way.

“ Donnelly’ s Legislative Program: 


Is Bogged Down in Confusion--- 


‘Lacks Firm Support by Governor 


Most Measures Outlined in Inaugural Address Threatened>. 
With Defeat — Democratic Party Leaders in Assembly: - 
Have Failed to Rally Behind Recommendatiéns— House 
Republicans Have Helped More Than Democrats. 


So far, he has been unwilling to roll up 
his sleeves and fight for his program, as he 
did during his first term as the state’s chief 
executive. 


Some of his proposals probably will be 
passed, but the bulk of his major recom- 
mendations are threatened with defeat in 
the General Assembly in the absence of 
the firm supporting hand of their spon- 
sor. 


Contributing to the breakdown of his pro- 
gram has been the failure of most of his 
own Democratic party leaders in the Legisla- 
ture to rally behind his recommendations. 
The sole exception has been veteran St. 
Louis Senator Michael Kinney, a loyal friend 
and supporter, who has been doing what he 
can. But Kinney is handicapped by a smol- 
dering rebellion of insurgent Senators, who 
would like to challenge his control of that 
body and clip the Governor's wings. 
* - * 

OF SOME 30 PROPOSALS recommended 
by Gov. Donnelly in his inaugural message, 
only one administration bill—a measure to 
open the state welfare rolls to public inspec- 
tion—has been enacted during the first three 
months of the General Assembly's abbrevi- 
ated session. 

Several major proposals recommended by 

the Governor have been gutted on the floor 
of the supposedly-friendly Democratic Sen- 
ate, or shunted to committees to be killed. 
These include a lien and recovery bill to curb 
the growth of Missouri's overstuffed old age 
pension rolls, and a measure to exempt food 
from the state 2 per cent sales tax. 
Many other bills to carry out Gov, Don- 
nelly’s recommendations are pending, most 
of them having been introduced by supposed- 
ly unfriendly Republicans. These are scat- 
tered about in legislative committees or await- 
ing action on the floor of the Senate and the. 
House. 

This legislation includes measures to cre- 
ate a bipartisan state park board, enact a fair 
employment practices act, set up a “little 
Hoover Commission” to study plans for re- 
organization of state executive departments; 
bills to increase blind pensions and depend- 
ent children’s aid; proposals authorizing vot- 
ing machines and June primary elections, and 
bills dealing with important highway and 
agricultural problems. 

Since the Governor has done little, if any- 
thing, to induce legislators to advance these 
bills and give them priority in consideration, 
these measures must take their chances in 
competition with other proposals. With only 
six ér seven weeks of the seSsion remaining, 
competition among sponsors of “pet” bills is 
becoming increasingly keen. In the absence 
of gubernatorial intervention, many adminis- 
tration proposals may be left dangling when 
the session ends. 

In some instances, administration bills have 
never been introduced. If these subjects are 
to be considered prompt action will be re- 
quired, because legislative leaders plan to 
halt the passage of all bills except appropria- 
tion measures about May 15, so there will be 
sufficient time to wind up the session by the 
May 31 mandatory adjournment deadline. 


Failure of the Governor to follow up on 
an inaugural recommendation resulted 
last week jn the resignation of State 
Civil Defense Director Ralph W. Ham- 
mond. 

‘Hammond, a Jefferson City business man, 
charged that although Donnelly stressed the 
importance of continuing the state civil de- 
fense program in his inaugural message, the 
Governor has done nothing to prevent the 
Legislature from wrecking the program. 

_ The Missouri Civil Defense Law, au- 

thorizing the present program, is sched-

OV. PHIL M. DONNELLY’S broad legislative program, outlined in a blaze of 
optimistic oratory in his inaugural address last January, is seriously bogged 
down in a welter of legislative confusion and indecision. 
this situation lies largely with the Governor, who has failed to provide the effec- 
tive leadership and aggressive backing necessary for the success of his oemehy 
constructive and progressive recommendations. 


Responsibility for 


Governor for recommending in his cniitiatis 
budget that the state civil defense funds be 
cut from $300,000 to $75,000 for the 1953-55 
biennium, and denounced the House for fur- 
ther reducing the proposed‘allotment to $25,- 
000. The agency received $250,000 from the 
last Legislature. 

Republican legislators also have criticized 
the Governor for urging development of pa- 
tient rehabilitation programs at the state 
mental. hospitals as part of his legislative 
program, and then recommending a slash in 
their funds for 1953-55 operations in his 
budget message. 

In this regard, theaepublican House has 
voted a record $33,200,000 for support of the 
seven state mental institutions during the | 
new two-year period to permit them to un-< 
dertake rehabilitation programs; and a sub-". 
committee has sponsored three bills to ini- 
prove conditions at the hospitals. 

Gov. Donnelly has held some conferences 
with Senators, particularly Kinney, in con- 
nection with several of his legislative recom 
mendations, but he has avoided regular meet- 
ings with legislative leaders in behalf of his 
program. He has indicated he did not want 
to interfere with the legislative branch of 
government, and attempt to dictate what it 
should do. 

. * * * 

THE RECORD SHOWS, however, that gov- 
ernors in the past, including Donnelly, have © 
found it necessary on occasion to conduct 


‘vigorous campaigns to obtain legislative ap- 


proval of important recommendations. This 
has even included open warfare with the | 
General Assembly. 

Former Gov. Lloyd C. Stark, for instance, © 
fought a lengthy battle with the 1939 Legis- 
lature on his bill to transfer control of the 
Kansas City Police Department from the cor- 
rupt Pendergast machine to the ‘state. Stark - 
had to carry his fight directly to the people 
before finally winning. 

The mild-mannered and studious Gov. For- . 
ivst Donnell conducted a vigorous fight in 
two legislatures for adoption of a state merit 
system and consolidation of tax collection 
agencies into a Department of Revenue. He 
failed in the Assemblies, but he sold the pub- 
lic and laid the groundwork for the adoption 
of these reforms in the 1945 State Constitue 
tion. 

The present Governor, during his previous 
term, forced the 1947 Republican-controlled. 
Legislature to pass the King-Thompson util- 
ity no-strike law with stringent ‘penalties te 
make the law effective. In that instance, he _ 
went before the legislators-in special joint: 
Assembly, expressed his demands in forceful ~ 
language and got what he wanted. 

Donnelly has been hampered in his rela- 
tions with the Legislature because he has ab- 
solutely no liaison with the Democratic mi- 
nority in the House. Ordinarily a Democratic 
governor would have the assistance and ¢o-" 
operation of the Democratic floor leader, who... 
would serve as the administration spokesman... 
in the House.

Roy Hamlin has not only failed to aid Don-~ 
nelly but has, on several occasions, openly’ 
and vigorously opposed the Governor’s legis«™ 
lative recommendations.

farm policy becomes a patchwork of inconsistent, 
contradictory or unsound makeshifts. 

Here are some of the things Government is 
now doing about agriculture: 

1. It fs buying a million pounds of bufter a 
day at prices which most consumers cannot af- 
ford, and storing up the butter to spoil or be 
given away. 


2. It is embargoing the import of dairy prod- 
ucts while it seeks to persuade other countries 
to buy our farm exports—this at a time when 
over-all national policy calls for the fewest possi- 
ble restrictions upon imports. 

3. It is subsidizing the export of wheat, and 
Secretary Bensoi is calling for a continuation 
of export subsidies. 


4. It is getting ready to impose acreage restric- 
tions next year on wheat and cotton as a condi- 
tion of continued price supports—although Sec- 
retary Benson has often inveighed against the 
“evils” of Government production controls. 

5. It is about to start buying beef for school 
lunch and foreign giveaways in a half-hearted 
effort to prop up cattle prices. 

6. It has so far stored up and kept off the 
market 115,000,000 pounds of butter, 50,000,000 
pounds of cheese, 165,000,000 pounds of dry 
skim milk, 500,000,000 bushels of wheat, 450,- 
000,000 bushels of corn and 2,000,000 bales of 
cotton. ‘ 


The theory of a free market for agriculture 
may be splendid, but the condition we face is 
one of Government intervention which has con- 
tinued for 20 years and promises to continue in 
the future. A farm policy based on the condition 
rather than the theory weuld begin with the 
assumption that farm income is going to be sup- 
ported somehow. Then it would seek out ways 
in which this can be done with least cost to the 
taxpayer and maximum benefit to the national 
economy as a whole. 

Does it make sense for the Government to buy 
vast amounts of butter which consumers cannot 
afford to buy, thereby maintaining the price at a 
level which attracts imports from other coun- 
tries, and then to shut out the imports which 
those countries need to sell in order to earn 
what we have been giving them in aid? 


The Des Moines Register has argued that it 
would make nmiore sense to aid butter producers 
by direct production payments, allowing the 
market price to fall to a point where the butter 
would be consumed. In many ways this would 
more nearly approach a free market than the 
present system. It would cost the taxpayers only 
the amount of the payments, whereas the pres- 
ent system costs them the amount of the subsidy 
plus the inflated price of the butter they con- 
sume. | 

In working out a sensible farm policy we need 
not only a fresh look at the methods, but a 
fresh look at the objectives. One goal should be 
to avoid uneconomic production. Another should 


-be to avoid waste and destruction of so-called 


surpluses——te promote instead of discourage 
consumption. Above all, a sound farm policy 
must be geared to the broader aim of maintain- 
ing a healthy, full-employment economy. 

If farmers are entitled to Government aid it 
is not because of their political power but be- 
cause they are an important mainstay of general 
prosperity. Already the current decline in farm 
prices has been reflected in fewer farm pur- 
chases of machinery, fertilizer, furniture, cloth- 
ing and other consumer goods. Contracted pur- 
chasing power on the farms can mean ultimate 
contraction elsewhere. 
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Vote Bait 

Still another soldiers’ bonus bill has been 
dropped into the Jefferson City hopper. Like 
earlier proposals of this kind, it should be al- 
lowed to wither on the vine. These bonus bills 
really are an insult to the veterans whom they 
are supposed to benefit since muc’: of the money 
to be handed to the ex-soldiers will be taken 
right back from them. 

The latest bill would be financed by a 1- 
cent cigarette tax plus a 1 per cent increase 
in the state income tax. It would not take long 
for these taxes to eat up the $250 average bonus 
proposed for World War II veterans and the 
$100 gift to Korean veterans. 

Disabled veterans or those in need deserve 


the aid of their country, and they should be get- 


ting it, But these state bonus offers are nothing 
but uncomplimentary political giveaways calcu- 
lated to catch the veterans’ vote. 
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Fisherman’s Art .Note 


Harry Hawes, Missouri governor and United 
States senator, used a fishing fly instead of the 
conventional political button in one of his cam- 
paigns. Flies, of course, cost considerably more 
than the celluloid symbols of partisanship, but 
they are among man’s most beautiful creations 
and they look almost as handsome on a lapel or 
hatband as at the end of the tapered leader. 

The Hawes innovation was understandable 
enough as we assembled gear and tackle for the 
season's first fishing trip. Neither jewels, nor 
Christmas-tree baubles, nor autumnal leaves are 
more fascinatingly colorful than some of these 
delicate yet lethal combinations of feather, fur 
and hook. 

For diversity, the fiytier draws on peacocks, 
pheasants, mandarin ducks, teal and turkeys, In 
England, a special breed of cocks, the Andalu- 
sians, was developed to supply just the right 
blue-gray feather for the Blue Dun fly. Also used 
is the soft fur of deer, fox, mink, seal, muskrat, 
squirrel, coon, possum and even the polar bear. 

Thousands of combinations,-on hooks large 
and small, have been worked out to simulate the 
form and action of flies, mymphs, grubs and 
smal! fish since Claudius Aelian first described 
the Macedonian Red Hackle alftost 2000 years 
ago. Nomenclature has kept pace with the fly- 
tiers’ ingenuity, For example: Royal Coachman, 
Artful Dodger, Black Prince, Grizzly King, Par- 
machene Belle and Queen of the Waters. 

But at this time of the year when Nature is 
still rather drab, it ig better to leave the fancier 
flies in the book and to depend on such humble 
models as the Black Gnat, the Gray Hackle, the 
dark Hendrickson and the brown Woolyworm, 
They perform yeoman service in providing dis- 
traction from the world's troubles, You do not 
need a Red Ibis for a rest from the Red menace, 

Almost any time, in fact, these lures will do 


as well as the more glamorous collector's items. | 


They will ride as-gracefully over water gin clear, 
boiling white or blue deep.

state dncome tax and permit Missouri

Since the City Counselor indicated that these 
bills are “equally acceptable,” he ought to be 
reminded of Trojan horses and Greeks bearing 
gifts. The income tax would be limited to tax- 
payers liting within the city limits. The earn- 
ings tax, on the other hand, is collected from all 
who make their living in the city. Thus it de- 
mands a modest contribution from non-residents 
toward the cost of city facilities which they reg- 
ularly use; the express highway, streets, sewers, 
museum, z00 and so on. , 

This is being more and more widely recog- 
nized as a fair way of spreading the community 
burden where artificial boundaries put many 
persons beyond the reach of the property tax 
collector. Gov. Dewey recently asked the Legis- 
lature in Albany to authorize the imposition of 
such a tax by New York City. A similar tax is in 
force in Philadelphia, Toledo, Columbus, Louis- 
ville, Youngstown, Dayton and other cities. « 

It is a logical weapon in the battle against 
community decay since the cost of that fight 
generally is too high te be borne by the “core” 
city alone. Efforts to impose this cost on city 
property-owners only speed their flight to satel- 
lite towns and the consequent proliferation of 
city slums. Progress or decay within the city 
limits affect the whole community. 

It is time that the state, which collects the 
bulk of its revenues from the cities, should give 
St. Louis a little c*sow-room in which to estab- 
lish its own financial stability. 
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New Communist Move in Korea 

Communist agreement to exchange sick and 
wounded Korean war prisoners is to be wel- 
comed first of all because such an exchange, 
if carried out, will return disabled American 
and other U.N, prisoners*to our site for care 
by U.N. doctors and nurses. Undoubtedly lives 
would be saved, and that is a devout wish on the 
part of all U.N. peoples. . 

The truce talks broke up last Oct. 8, largely 
over the prisoner issue, the U.N. negotiators re- 
fusing to return any prisoners against their will. 
This means that the Reds have had nearly six 
months in which to think over their decision. 
It is a notable coincidence that they timed their 
agreement on the prisoner issue, after a half- 
year of wasted time, when the Korean fighting 
is the heaviest in months, The Communists 
would be more impressive if they had sent word 
of acceptance before last week’s tragic losses. 

There can be no question that Communists 
used the truce talk periods as a screen hehind 
which to build themselves up. While they al- 
ternately talked peace and stalled the negotia- 
tions, they built up their forces for war. In 
the light of that, their latest overture should be 
explored thoroughly for what it is and no more. 
The anti-Communist nations will hope this new 
move may lead to an end to the fighting. But 
they have seen enough done in bad faith in 
Korea to keep their fingers firmly crossed. 
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How Wrong They Were 

The Rev. Joseph P. Donnelly S.J., doubtless 
surprised his audience at St. Louis University 
when he said that in the 1830s, the United 
States Government thought of establishing a 
large “buffer stute” in the expanse of prairie 
acquired in the Louisiana Purchase in 1803. 
Speaking in the lecture series with which the 
St. Louis University history department is ob- 
serving the 150th anniversary of Jefferson's 
vast real estate deal with France, Father Don- 
nelly said that the country east of the Mississippi 
once thought very little of the area now occupied 
by Western Missourians and the people of Iowa, 
Nebraska, Kansas and Colorado. 

The St. Louis University historian’s facts are 
unexceptionable. Indeed at about the same time 
it was expected that a wholly independent na- 
tion would arise on the Pacific coast. Lewis and 
Clark invested 18 months in their expedition 
up the Missouri, over the mountains and down 
the Columbia to the sea. A land so far away 
could never be a part of the United States. 
Jefferson himself wrote to asthe at Astoria in 
1812 that he looked forward to the day when 
people of United States origin would spread out 
over the Pacific coast, “unconnected with us 
but by the ties of blood and interest.” As re- 
counted by Prof. Frederick Merk of Harvard. in 
his very informative book, “Albert Gallatin and 
the Oregon Problem,” Clay. Gallatin, Monroe 
and others held the same view. 

The Merk research shows that Missouri's Sen- 
ator Thomas Hart Benton was the most vocal 
exponent of the concept that the United States 
should have land limits to the west. On March 
1, 1825, Old Bullion told the Senate: 

Westward, we can speak without reserve, 

. and the ridge of the Rocky Mountains may 
be namied without offence, as presenting a 
convenient, natural and everlasting boun- 
dary. Along the back of this ridge, the West- 
ern limit of the republic should be drawn, 
and the statue of the fabled god, Terminus, 
should be raised upon its highest peak, 
never to be thrown down. 

In planting the seed of a new power on 
the coast of the Pacific ocean, it should be 
well understood that when strong enough 
to take care of itself, the new Government 
should separate from the mother Empire 
as the child separates from the parent at 
the age of manhood. 

The old duelist from Missouri had his qualities 
but the gift of prophecy was not one of them. 
The ridge of the Rocky Mountains did not be- 
come the Great Divide which he foresaw. The 
fabled god did not arise. The child did not sep- 
arate from the parent. The Stars and Stripes 

, swept on to the ocean sunset. A century and a 
quarter later 158,000,000 people can be glad that 

Benton's crystal ball was as cloudy, as the mist 

on Puget Sound.

tion of the contest. 

Controversy is 
now a naughty thing, 
a disqualifying thing. 
The act of disputing 
or contending is an 
unwholesome act. To 
disagree with any- 
body or anything is 
to run the risk of 
taking oneself out of 
the money. 

All this in a country that was born of 

ntroversy—a country that wrote contro- 
versy into its constitution, that set up its 
legislative bodies on the theory of contro- 
versy, that established its free press in the 
belief that controversy is vital to informa- 
tion, and that created a system of justice 
of which controversy is the heart and soul.

Conant Believes West Germany 
Is Well on Road to Democracy

He is satisfied that West Ger- 
many and its 50,000,000 people 
are well on the road to acquiring 
a well-entrenched democratic sys- 
tem and he thinks this country is 
likely to provide an outstanding 
example of Western parliamen- 
tary government in the future. 

Me discounts the importance of 
neo-Nazism as a political move- 
ment and is impressed by the very 
high percentage of Germans he 
has talked with who reject the 
past and want to see Germany fol- 
low a healthy course. 


Stronger Than Weimar Republic. 


This desire has beeh empha- 
sized in a series of speeches made 
in his presence in several parts af 
the country and in a number of 
private conversations with Ger- 
mans of various political parties. 
Dr. Conant draws a sharp con- 
trast between the present federal 
German republic in Bonn and the 


situation that existed in the demo- | 
cratic Weimar republic in 1925 | 


when he studied science at Ger- 
man universities. He 


Bonn government is far more sol- 
idly anchored to the German peo- 
ple than was the Weimar regime 
and that the main political parties 
now have a broader popular base 
and greater vitality than they had 
in the period between World War 
I and the start of Hitlerism. 

Thus Dr. Conant is willing te 
bet that the next 10 years will 
see a continuation of the pres- 
ent encouraging trend. He 
thinks only three things could 
upset it: 

1. World War Iii. 

2. Mass unemployment. 

3. Runaway inflation. 

But any of these three develop- 
ments, he believes, would present 
an equal danger to democracy in 
any country in western Europe. 

Dr. Conant finds 77-year-old 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer a 
man of great power and dignity. 
In addition to Dr. Adenauer he 
has found the Germans, almost 
all of them, expressing a desire 
to proceed with the move toward 
unity with the rest of western 
Europe, despite their differences 
of opinion as to the form this 
unification should take. 

Stresses Berlin’s Impertance. 

Dr. Conant is‘greatly struck by

The plain truth is that the 
President and his chief counsel- 
ors have not yet decided which 
of the major roads before them 
will be best for the country.

THE WRITER IN AMERICA, by Van

R. VAN WYCK BROOKS’S 
new book pads out the old 
anti-intellectualist attack 
that he launched in “On Litera- 
ture” and followed up in “Pri- 
mary Literature and Coterie 
Literature,” a paper originally 
given at a conference at Colum- 
bia University in 1941. The 
terms “primary” and “coterie” 
have been dropped, Thomas 
Mann has been shifted from 
paradise to inferno, and a few 
new characters have been as- 
signed their appropriate places, 
but the argument is the same. 

The modern world, and Amer- 
ica particularly, is a spiritual 
desert, and the highbrow writers 
are chiefly responsible, he 
would have us believe. Almost 
all modern writers, philoso- 
phers, artists and critics—and 
those whose works the: hold in 
veneration — are pessimistic, 
destructive, non - nationalistic, 
faithless, reactionary, sick: 
Proust, Mann, Faulkner, Kafka, 
Joyce, Hemingway, Eliot, Rilke, 
Rimbaud, Freud, Marx, abstract 
artists, New Critics, Donne, 
Dryden, Pascal, St. Augustine, 
Baudelaire, Flaubert, Henry 
James, etc., etc.

(Divers to these are be- 


lievers in “positive values,” 

optimism, progress, con- 
struction, faith, vitality, health: 
Lewis Mumford, James Mich- 
ener, Arthur Miller, Willa Cath- 
er, Ellen Glasgow, Pearl Buck, 
Emerson, Thoreau, Whitman, 
Balzac, Trollope, Rabelais, St.

Most of the book is occupied

HAT is clearly revealed in 
Tn: comments about Faulk- 

ner. He finds it impossible 
to reconcile Faulkner’s Nobel 
Prize speech with Faulkner's 
“nihilistic” writings. If Faulk- 
ner’s writings do not explore 
the “old universal truths” of 
“love and honor and pity and 
pride and compassion,” I do not 
know what they do concern. 

It has been said by many con- 
temporary critics that Brooks is 
a mystic who, for whatever rea- 
sons, has tried to “get religion” 
in literature. Since the writer 
has failed to be prophet, seer 
and revelator, Brooks denounces 
him. 

'Prankly, I think that is giv- 
ing Brooks too much credit— 
what he is really asking for is 
“clean,” “optimistic” literature 
that openly expresses a few 
rules for the conduct of life. 

The complex view of good 
and evil that characterizes most 
religions and all good literature 
troubles him, for he equates 
complexity with scepticism or 
insincerity. Anyway, even if we 
view his religious impulse more 
charitably, it must be said lit- 
erature is no substitute for re- 
ligion. 

Anyone who seeks it there 
does literature a disservice, ‘and 
will probably end up, if one 

may quote T. S, Eliot, one of 
Brooks’s “damned”: “an old 
man, a dull head among windy 
spaces.” 5

N 1951. Sir Travers Hum- 
| pocevs at the age of 84, re- 

tired as Judge of the King’s 
Bench Division. The career 
thus closed began with his ad- 
mission to the bar in 1889. For 
more than 60 years his work 
was chiefly, in one capacity or 
another, in the trial of criminal 
cases. And these included some 
of England’s. most sensational 
and famous crimes. 

As a fledging barrister he be- 
gan with the defense of petty 
criminals in the Thames Police 
Court, and with an occasional 
appointment to represent—with- 
out fee—poverty-stricken pris- 
oners at the Old Bailey. 

From the defense of shoplift- 
ers, embezzlers, forgers, burglars 
and the like, Humphreys sud- 
denly, at 27, stepped into a 
junior part in the three trials 
of Oscar Wilde—assisting in 
Wilde’s prosecution of the Mar- 
quess of Queensberry for crim- 
inal libel, and in the equally un- 
successful defense of Wilde in 
his two trials for perversion. 

At 38 Humphreys became 
Junior Treasury counsel, and 

two years later Treasury Coun- 


sel, at the Old Bailey. As such, 
for nearly a quarter of a cen- 
tury he prosecuted in England's 
chief criminal tria! court. 


Among the celebrated crim- 
inals in’ whose prosecution he 
played a part were Dr. Crippen 
(who murdered his wife for the 
sake of Ethel Le Neve), Fred-

Was Voted ‘Greatest 
Athlete in 50 Years’ 


LOMITA, Calif., March 28 (UP)—Famed Indian athlete Jim 


Thorpe died at his home here today following a heart attack. 


The 64-year-old star of foot- 
ball and other sports suffered the 


‘| attack in his trailer-court home 


here shortly after 3 p.m. and died 
about an hour later. 

An emergency rescue squad 
was called to his home but fire- 


men’s attempts to revive him 
failed. 
His wife, Patricia, was with 


him at the time of his death. 
Thorpe had ben operating a 
bar in nearby ph for 


can sports history. He ceuld 
play every game well, but won 
most of his fame in football and 
track. ene ball > oon a major 
league 

In.a recent hetionnelile poll of 
sportswriters, Thorpe was voted 
“the outstanding athlete of the 
half-century.” 

Born in Prague, Okla., on May 
28, 1888, he was the son of a 
ranchman with Sac-Fox Indian 
blood predominating in a mixture 
that included Dutch, Welsh and 
Irish. He was one of twin boys, 
each of whom weighed 10 pounds 
at birth. His brother died at the 
age of eight. 

Thorpe received his education 
at Haskell Institute and Carlisle 
where Glenn S. (Pop) Warner 
urged him to try out for foot- 

ll. 


Twice All-America. 

In'1911 amd 1912 he was chos- 
en All-American halfback and 
named on. Walter .Camp’s All- 
American team. Most gridiron 
authorities who have seen old 
and modern players still class 
him as the greatest football play- 
er of all ‘time. 

In his 23 years of amateur and 


professional sport, Thorpe actual- 
ly set few records and most of 


games at Stockholm. He won the 
pentathion with four firsts anda 
third in the five events and the 
decathion with 8412 of a possible 
10,000 points. 

He was decorated personally by 
the King of Sweden who said to

After the Olympics he turned 
to baseball and played with the 
New York Giants under the fa- 
mous John McGraw. Although 
an accomplished fielder, big 
league pitchers found him unable 
to hit curve balls.

Borrowed From April

ARCH may not be a longer month than the others which 


have 31 days, but it is certainly the most changeable, — 


Always it brings some warm and sunny weather when 
you can almost see things growing. Yet as surely as these fine 
days come, they are followed 
by days of gusty winds or 
cold rain when clouds 
hang low over the valley and 


shut out the view of hills to 
east and west. But each day 
the spring work goes forward. 
The oats are up and after a 
couple of warm nights you 
can see the drill rows down 
the entire length of the field. 
The garden is plowed and 
disced ready for planting and 
we've even gotten in a small 
plot of lettuce, radishes and 
spinach and are just waiting 
a dry spell to pjant peas and 
potatoes and onions. 

Now in the morning when 
the cattle are fed, we stand 
in the emptiness of the big 
barn and calculate whether 
there are enough bales of hay left from the winter’s supply to 
enable us'to “make it through to grass.” Down the long aisles 
on both sides, the cattle munch contentedly at their clover; 
a pleasant sound which is surprisingly loud in the stillness. 
And at least once each day we go down to look at the barley 
fields which will furnish our earliest pasture, but decide that 
the grain must have a few more days’ growth before we turn 
the stock in on it.

@ AT THIS SEASON the cows and calves begin to find a 
little green picking in the bare fields and along the edge of 
the woods, so that they are reluctant to come in for their hay. 
Instead of crowding to the barn at feeding time, they drift in 
a long line up the lane, marching with slow deliberate steps 
for a few yards, then stopping as if to rest.“ Often the cows 
with the youngest calves refuse to come in at all for severa! 
days at a me, though they are the ones we're most anxious 
to keep well-fed. So we carry their hay out to the fields, which 


isn’t a bad idea, since it gives us an opportunity for a daily. 


check on the youngsters and on the arrival of any new mem- 
bers of the herd.

The early wildflowers are as variable as the 
weather, though many of ¢hem are beginning te bloom. 
On warm sunny days the wooded hilisides are covered 
with creamy bigedroet biessoms which curl up tightly 
and will hardly be sioticed at ali if ft turns cloudy and 
cold, There's one bit of level woodland which is car- 
peted with delicate pink and white spring beauty, 
another flower which seems especially sensitive to 
light and ds at its best-on sunny days.

@ OUT ALONG THE BLUFF above the creek, many other 
wildflowers are starting to show. There is the little three-leaf 
erinkleroot or toothwort, with an edible root that tastes like 
a mild horseradish. Dutchman's breeches nod their pink or 
white flower spikes above their lacy leaves. Anemone and 
anemonelia cling to crevices in the limestone boulders, where 
the foliage of columbine is starting to unfold. One of the 
loveliest of all Missouri’s spring blossoms is the hepatica, 
which we didn’t even discover until our third spring at Possum 
Trot. But now, as often seems to happen with the wildflowers, 
they've started. to spread from a single clump and we find 
them for a quarter-mile along the bluff.

Out in the fields, the earliest flowers are the little 
bluets, Johnny-jump-ups and the inconspicuous draba 
verna or Whitlow grass, which often cover old worn- 
out fields in a perfect carpet. None of them makes 
much of a show, yet they are all cheery little blos- 
soms, minding the weather not at all. Once they’ve 
started to bloom, not even a heavy fall of snow seems 
te discourage them. As Aldo Leopold put it, “He who 
hopes for spring with upturned eye never sees so 
small a thing. He who dispairs of spring with down- 
cast eye steps on them unknowing. He who searches 
for spring with his knees in the mud finds it, in 
abundance.”

@ FIRST OF OUR SHRUBS to blossom is the spicebush or 
benzoin, which is a member of the laurel family, along with 
sassafras. Growing on the creek banks and at the edge of the 
bluff, it is covered with tiny lemon-yellow flowers growing 


along the twigs. These appear well ahead of the dark green 
pointed .leaves which come after the blossoms have fallen. 
The twigs; when smelied or tasted, have a pleasant, aromatic 
scent and flavor; and the hill people still brew these along 
with sassafras for a spring tonic. 


If one were asked to describe a country spring in the few- 
est possible words, I think that “men at work” would do the 
trick. On a fine day last week I hiked up across the east fields 
whick climb to the timber on Buford Mountain, for a look at 
the yearling steers. From this eminence the wide sweep of 
Belleview Valley runs away to the south and west; and every- 
where I looked, the farmers were busy, Ern Stricklin and 
Harry Russell had teamed up to get Ern’s oats in and the disc 
and grain drill moved steadily back and forth over the field 
behind two tractors. Matt Jarvis was hauling manure and 
Bess Williams was clearing brush. Jack Sutton was plowing, 
down in the bottom, while farther away I could see other trac- 
tors chugging across the fields. Sometimes I wonder whether 
this continuity of simple human effort—of men going about

NEW YORK, March 28. 

HERE are many people in the 
T world who oppose the idea of 

the United Nations. There are 
also many who, while not oppos- 
ing the idea and indeed. believing 
that in it lies the only hope of 
world peace, wonder just what the 
U.N. has so far accomplished 


Those who wonder whether the 
United Nations really does any- 
thing might ask an humble rice 
farmer in far-off Thailand, who 
learned its meaning in an unfor- 
kettable way. 

The story of the rice farmer, 
one Boaloy, from the Buddhist 
province of Chiengmai, is this: 
Boaloy and his wife lived an in- 
dustrious, quiet life in Hongdong. 
Their little rice patch provided 
for their modest needs and their 
prayers to Buddha were prayers 
of thanksgiving, with one excep- 
tion. Boaloy and his wife wanted 
a child. They prayed to Buddha 
to give them a son and complete 
their happiness. 

Two years ago a child was born. 
Boaloy and his wife named the 
boy Savate, which means “Greet- 
ings” in Thai. But Boaloy’s joy 
proved short lived. The infant 
Savate won his first struggle with 
life at the hands of an untrained 
midwife. But Boaloy’s wife died 
of childbirth fever. The tragedy 
of rural Asia, where 80 per cent 
of the people live in communities 
like Hongdong, without doctors 
or nurses or hospitals, had struck 
another household. 

Boalay shouldered the double 
duties of tending his rice patch 
and looking after his infant son. 
He did his best but after three 
months of a diet of rice and ba- 
nanas, little Savate weighed only 
12 pounds. Boaloy began to 
worry, for he had seen many in- 
fants die. In Asia, only one out 
of every four babies reaches his 
first birthday. 

Sick with anxiety, Boalay. went 
one day to pray at the great 


‘temple in Chiengmai City. He 


chose one of the inscribed bamboo 
sticks from the altar and read the 
message of the Lord Buddha: 
“The sun shall shine on you soon.” 

To Boaloy, in his faith, it was 
the will of Buddha that he should 
that day meet a friend who told 
of a “wonderful snow powder” to 
make his son well. The place to 
get this powder bore a sign— 
United Nations International Chil- 
dren’s Emergency Fund. And at 
this place there was a trained 
nurse and medicines, and mothers 
were taught how to take care of 
their babies. And, although 
Boaloy would not believe it, at 
this wonderful place all things 
were free.

OALOY hastened home and 
Beatriea his son the six miles

That 
was the first of many visits and 
today Savate is a healthy boy of 24 
pounds, thanks to proper medical

For Boaloy it is as Buddha prom- 
ised. The “sun” shines upon his 
humble house and although he 
still mourns the death of his wife, 
he has the nurse at the clinic to 
give him lessons in child care, tell 
him how to recognize sickness and 
teach him the right things that 
Savate must eat. 

Boaloy is just one of thousands 
of Thailand parents who are find-

what all the letters of that long 
title mean. But to Boaloy, the 
UN will always be the “sun” sent 
by Buddha to save his son’s life 
and shower his own with hope. 

It is estimated that of some 
900,000,000 children under 15 on 
the earth today, more than one- 
half—about 500, 000,000—will live 
ani die in want. The victims of 
war, famine, disaster and igno- 

rance, these children may never 
have tasted milk or known the 
warmth of adequate clothing or 
visited a doctor. Theirs is a child- 
hood of hunger and cold and dis- 

ease. 

The United Nations of Interna- 
tional Children’s Emergency 
Fund, with its limited funds, can- 
not cope with all the needs of 
the staggering numbers of the 
world’s children who desperately 
need help. But within its com- 
paratively small budget averaging 
about $30,000,000 a year, it has 
performed wonders.

N 1952, UNICEF aided almost 

18,000,000 children in 72 coun- 

tries. Notations on UNICEF's 
calendar for last year alone con- 
tain these impressive figures: 
3,000,000 children fed; 4,000,000 
vaccinated against tuberculosis; 
3,350,000 examined for yaws and 
syphilis and one-third of that 
number treated; 6,000,000 protect- 
ed from malaria. 

Established in December of 
1946 by the UN General Assembly, 
UNICEF came into being at a 
time of great need. In Europe 
alone there were 30,000,000 chil- 
dren cold, hungry and homeless 
as a result of war. The United 
Nations Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administration which had been 
trying to meet the most desperate 
need, was being liquidated. 

Foreseeing the suffering that 
would result if aid were not main- 
tained, the Council of RRA 
recommended that the UN find 
some way to continue help for the 
children. Thus the Children’s 
Fund was created and calls made 
upon the various thember govern- 
ments of the UN for contribu- 
tions. At the same time, the As- 
sembly passed a resolution call- 
,ing for voluntary contributions 
from individuals and on this 
basis the UN Appeal for Chil- 
dren was organized the following 


year. 
In its first winter of operation, 
UNICEF provided 3,000,000 starv- 
ing children in 11 European 
countries with enough dried skim 
milk to keep them alive. It pro- 
vided the raw materials, cotton, 
wool and leather for clothing and 
shoes to keep millions of young- 
sters from death by freezing. And 
with tuberculosis nearing epi- 
demic proportions, UNICEF start- 
ed vaccination campaigns that 
have today 
world-wide program. 

In its early operations, UNICEF 
concentrated on “the children of 
those countries who were victims 
of aggression” but in December

of 1950, the General Assembly 
directed t the fund hence- 
forth give emphasis to 
aiding children im . economically 
underdeveloped countries, “the 
objective being to strengthen 
wherever this may be appropriate 
the permanent child health and 
child welfare program of the 
countries receiving assistance.” 

From its inception in 1946 to 
October of last year UNICEF re- 
ceived $172,712,000 from govern- 
ments and individuals of 97 coun- 
tries. With this comparatively 
small sum spread over 77 coun- 
tries at various times, UNICEF 
has already clothed more than 
5,000,000 children; vaccinated 18,- 
000,000 against tuberculosis; fed 
a peak of 8,000,000 daily. 

With personnel limited by in- 
sufficient funds it has carried out 
far-flung campaigns, like nutri- 
tional education in Guatemala, 
malarial control in Thailand and 
Afghanistan, mass treatment for 
yaws in rural Indonesia, anti-tu- 
berculusis vacccinations in Greece 
and Morocco, the building of milk- 

pasteurization plants in Yugo- 
slavia and the training of mothers 
and midwives in Burma. When 
present programs are completed 
more than 60,000,000 children— 
one out of every 15 children in 
the world — will have received 
UNICEF aid, 


Although the United States is 
by far the biggest dollar contrib- 
utor to UNICEF, many countries 
outrank it om a per capita basis. 
Canada and Iceland, for instance, 
have contributed on the basis of 
their populations far more liber- 
ally than the United States. 

In the files of UNICEF there 
are letters from children all over 
the world, letters of thanks for 
what UNICEF has done. Recent- 
ly this letter arrived: 


“My house is a humble hut. I

Behind this letter is the story 
of UNICEF’s work on the small 
island of Amapala south of Hon- 
duras. Tiny, quiet and fertile, 
Amapala might have been a par- 
adise. But it was more like hell. 
Millions upon millions of mos- 
quitoes made life unbearable and 
the natives, suffering from the 
alternating chills and fever of 
malaria, called Amapala “the 
cursed island.”. Then one day 
some men came to the island. 
First they sprayed the market with 
a fine mist that came from some 
tins labeled DDT. When the men 
were finished so many cockroach- 
es and flies and mosquitoes lay 
dead that shovels had to be used 
to remove them. The men went 
everywhere, spraying everything, 
and one day they came to Geral- 
dina’s hut. That night af the 
spraying was over Geraldina slept 
well for the first time she could 
remember. She didn’t have to 
slap her face or her arms to kill 
mosquitoes ; 

Soon life began to change on 
Amapala. From something called 
a “clinic,” Geraldina’s father 
brought home some pills called 

“quinine” to help with the sick- 

ness and in school Geraldina was 
given a strange white liquid which 
the children were taught to call 
milk. And on Geraldina’s tortil- 
las, the teacher put a piece of 
something tasteful and creamy 
which was called margarine. Ger- 
aldina heard her. schoolmates say- 
ing: “UNICEF gave us all this.” 


UNICEF had killed ntost of the 
insects on Geraldina’s island and 
UNICEF was giving her food. In 
a simple letter she expressed her 
thanks.

ECENTLY nearly 1,000,000 
African youngsters were added 
to the millions already bene- 

fited by UNICEF action in other 
parts of the world. A milk-feed- 
ing program for control of a seri- 
ous protein deficiency condition 
in the Belgian Congo, the Trust 
Territory of Ruanda Urundi, and 
French Equatorial Africa is now 
under way. 

The program will benefit chil- 
dren from two to five years old 
who traditionally subsist on gruels 
of high starch content—mashes 
of tropical fruits, manioc flour, 
palm oil and red peppers.

T HE main feature of UNICEF's 


voluntary agency within the coun- 
try, must make a contribution 
equal or more in value to the aid 
requested by UNICEF, As this 
matching principle has operated, 
these contributions have often 
been many times that of UNICEF, 

UNICEF has accomplished much 
and relieved great misery in its 
few short years of existence. Not 
the least of its accomplishments 
are battles it has won against ig- 
norance. 


Recently when two daughters of 
Mahmoud Khan Ghazi, Prime Min- 
ister of Afghanistan, enrolled in 
the midwifery school in Kabul— 
a school equipped by UNICEF—a 


revolutionary precedent was set 


in the land of the Khyber Pass. It 
was a hard blow at the age-old 
prejudice against women of high 
— taking part in community 
ife. 


“It is hard to overestimate what 
the Prime Minister and his daugh- 
ters have done by this example,” 
UNICEF's director for Asia re- 
ported, “‘when one considers the 
low esteem in which the occupa- 


tion of midwife is held in this 


part of the world.” 


Although there are a half bil- 
lion children who are living in 
want in the world today, UNICEF 
has had to spend on their needs 
in its entire existence less than 
the cost of a single aircraft car- 
rier. And UNICEF still remains, 
as it was set up, a temporary 
agency. The “E” in UNICEF still 
stands for emergency.

S A CAREER FOR YOUNG WOMEN, dietetics has come into — 
promise and prominence. The work is important, working conditions 
are generally pleasant, the field is wide open, and the pay ranges from 

etitians used to be largely specialists in invalid cookery. 

Now they are being sought for jobs in industrial lunchrooms, the armed 

forces, television demonstrations, school lunch programs, companies that 

make and promote sales of food, and, of course, in tals. 

Advancements in nutrition research of the last 75 years have brought 
food into recognition as material that can help cause, cure and prevent 
ease. The relationship between food intake and physical well-being is the 
field of the dietitian. 

In the Barnes Hospital group of medical institutions, dietitians are key 
workers on the health team with doctors and nurses. Beside dealing with 
food in a therapeutic way, they have a lot to do with the patients’ morale. 
When a doctor prescribes, for example, a daily regimen of one gram of salt, 
1200 calories and no animal fat, it is the dietitian’s problem to translate this 
into dishes that will make the patient happy, instead of wanting to use his 
last ounce of strength to hurl the tray to the floor. 

Among the 12 dietitians in the Barnes group are three young women who 
completed internships there last summer. They are Lg eer er 22 
years old, of Bunkie, Louisiana; Audrey Clever, 23, of El ado, Arkansas, 
and Katheryn Philippi, 24, of McAlester, Oklahoma. They became close 
friends as interns, and after graduation took a seven-room apartment together. 

Each of the three, like other accredited dietitians, holds a university 
bachelor of science degree, having taken courses in chemistry, biology, so- 
cial sciences, nutrition and education, with required majors in foods, nutrition 
or institution management. This four years of college is followed by a year's 
internship in a hospital or clinic approved by The American Dietetic Asso- 
ciation. Only about 700 such interns are in training this year. 

All three women are th tic dietitians, but, as it happens, each works 
in a different division. Miss Kavanaugh is in St. Louis Children’s Hospital, 
Miss Clever works with out-patients of the Washington University Clinic, Miss 
Philippi ip np esa diets of patients on six floors of Barnes Hospital. 

a hospital group, which trains dietitians and has first chance at 
graduates, has a shortage of five on its professional staff. Were it not for 
this shortage, Miss Philippi’s routine would cover only three floors. 

Pay in the Barnes group starts at $270 a month. industries, dietitians 
can climb, often within a few years after earning their accreditation, to sal- 
aries that many professional people might envy. They have been known, 
especially as television cooking demonstrators, to make around $15,000 a year.

Then it Happened 


N Bruton coyly referred HB 237 to the 
i Committee on Conservation of Natural 
Resources. Business rolled on. 

But within hours the peace—and even the 
dignity—of the Arkansas Legislature dangled 
in shreds and tatters. 

And 24 hours later, Jim Bruton, who prides 
himself on a sense of humor, was the groggiest 
man between West Memphis and Fort Smith. 

Newspapers and radio commentators had a 
field day. Arkansas got national publicity—and 
the U.S. got a new lesson on an old idea: you 
can’t joke about taxes.

PONTIAC, Mich. 

BLUSTERY, biting northwest wind 

whipped across the. Municipal 
Airport here. 

A thousand feet above the 
runways, pilot-instructor Floyd Dandi- 
son took his hands off the controls of 
a midget-J-3 Piper Cub plane. 

Behind him, a pretty University of 


Detroit senior named Janet Cooper 


grasped them. Coolly, she steered for 
the north boyndary, then turned back 
across the wind. : 

Dandison peered back at her over 
his shoulder. Janet smiled. 

“Now?” he shouted above the roar 
of the motor. 

“Now!” she answered. 

Dandison took over again and 
aimed for the runway. On the ground 


he hopped out—and Janet reached for 
the throttle. 

In doing so, she began a flight that 
may make aviation history. ' 

For Janet had had only a little over 
five hours’ flight instruction before her 
first, all-important solo. (Pilots usually 
require at least eight hours, often 10, 
before they take off on their own.) 


Good Landing 


ND JANET’s plane was unique—the 
A first ever controlled by a brand- 
new system consisting of two 
simple levers—control stick and throt- 
tle.

HE PEOPLE IN THE PICTURE at left are play- 
ing “Florida tennis,” a new backyard 
game you can play regardless of age. 
Furthermore, they’re playing on a new 
kind of court that you can build in your 
own yard. It’s called a “Florida tennis” court— 
but it’s good for a lot more than tennis. 

It’s really an all-purpose family—or neighbor- 
hood—sports court. 

With the help of a friend or two, you can build 
such a court for about $250. The price may run 
a little higher, or a little lower, depending on 
where you live. 

It’s only 13% feet wide, less than half as wide 
as a tennis court. 

» The exciting thing about such an all-purpose 
court is the number of uses it has: 

Old or young, you can play TENNIS with the 
kids and the neighbors. 

Or, you can change nets and play a modified 
game of BADMINTON or VOLLEY BALL. 

You can even set up DUCKPINS and bow!! 

With a hard composition surface (red or green) 
which $250 should buy, you can lay out a 
SHUFFLEBOARD court. 

If you. spend more money and make your court 
of concrete you have: 
> A PATIO for dining, relaxing under sun uta- 
brellas—even for parties and square dancing. 
>» A PLAY AREA where the kids can rollerskate, 


r|/YOU at 15 or 50! 
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tennis .. . and an all-purpose sports court you can build for $250 or less 


ride bikes, play when the grass is wet. 
> A HOME BASKETBALL COurT (if you put up end 
posts that are removable). 

The first all-purpose family court was laid out 
recently at the University of Florida here. It is 
still being tested by the University’s physical 
education experts, in cooperation with PARADE’s 
Family Fun & Recreation Dept. 

It is 78 feet long. (Further tests may indicate 
that even for tennis such a court might be as 
short as 60 feet.) In many homes it can be built in 
driveways. 

Back of the tests here are two ideas: 

1 — Few people get the fun they should from 
their own yards. 

2 — Millions of us resign ourselves to getting soft 
and pudgy. The sad fact is: tennis and other 
sports, as played in the past, have simply been too 
tough for many people after the early twenties. 


HOW badminton is played on new court. 


And so a University group* went to work to see 
if anything could be done-—in an age of older 
people—to create safer outdoor sports. 

Its studies began with tennis—one of the finest 
of all games. Could a tennis game be invented 
that people of ail ages could play? 
>» The only danger in tennis—if your health is 

average for your age—is in running. So to elimi- 

nate running, the experts did these things: 

> First, they split an ordinary tennis court in 
half and trimmed off the outside “alleys.” 

» They chose a net that you can set at different 
heights—at will, depending on your age and 
skill. 

>» They made one important rule that eliminates 
strenuous running: the ball must always 
bounce before being hit. 

Next, with a doctor present, they began their 
playing tests with a 63-year-old tennis player. 

He was matched to play an athletic young 
woman (see photo above). 

The older man was Prof. Gerald M. Keith, re- 
tired, an engineer, formerly of Yale, M.L.T., and 
Florida. 

Dr. Keith’s pulse was ticking at 76 when he 
arrived at the courts. 

But after just five minutes of t2nnis on a regu- 
lar court, Dr. Keith’s pulse was slamming at a 
dangerous rate (for his age) of 140. (Too much 
running was hurting him). 

Then Prof. Keith put in five minutes of lively

tennis on the new and narrower court. 
» This time his pulse ticked along at a steady— 
and safe—104! 

He played part of two days without feeling ill 
effects. 

But suppose YOU are middle-aged?

Jim’s “resting pulse” Was nor- 
mal at 76. Regular tennis shot it up to 96. 

But “Florida tennis” left his pulse throbbing 
away at a caim 84.

On the narrow court, kids 
quickly developed amazing control over the ball.

without any strain at all.”
